Spanish Insurrections,

The recent revolt in Spuin gives interest to the

the davs of the Cid, and the pronuneismento of
former times, but will confine our remurks to
those of modern dates, The stafl of the Spanish
army counsists of ten marshuls (cnprains general),
King, the In-
fantes, and the Duke de Montpensier. The five
others—kspartego, Duke de la Vittoria; Narvaes,
Duke de Valencin: Guttierez de la Concha, Mar-
guia ¢l Duero; O'Donnell, Duke de Tetuun; and

erano y Dowminguez, Duke de la Torre—have
all tekcn part in  celebrated insurrections.
It thev have fought the enemiss of thewr
country, they have aleo chielly owed their
elevation to the energy with which they have
combuied their rivals, Among the generals
commanding the different arms, the most illus-
trioug—General Ros de Olanc, Dfﬂrquls de Guad
y Gelu; Gencral Zavala, Marquis de Bierra Dul-

ones, who is now pursuing Gewcral Prim;
Generul Dulee, Murquis de Castellforite; General
de Messing, General Geasro Quesads, and many
others—have also shared in pronunciamentos,
All those risings have not u-lmulinhed: but it
must not be supposed that a man is ruined for-
ever through having tuiled once, Some few gen-
erals bave been shot; but mostof the vanquished
have only been exiled. Un the other hand, if a
man does not always succeed o first attempt,
it 18 seldom that e is not more fortunate ina
second.
